Eighty years ago this month the first 


commercial petroleum-producing oil well 
in the United States was brought in at 
TitusviHe on Ofl.

Edwin L. Drake's small timber derrick 
and litfia wooden shack did not seem to 
symbolize the beginning of a great new 
'industry and the well itself was scarcely 
spectacular yielding only 20 barrels a day. 


But that was in fact the launching of 


a force which has had incalculable effect 
on the social economic and industrial life 
of the country for the last eight decades. 
For years efforts had been made to tap 
the earth's oil resources without success. 
Repeated failures had created doubts that 
it could ever be accomplished and Drake's 
unimpressive layout was 
known 
as 


"Drake's folly." His "folly" proved to be 
the key to new and unprecedented prog- 
gress for the machine age. 


Although the machine age had been 


in the process of development for 100 
years beginning with, the 
invention of 


Watf s steam engine, it had bogged down 
for the need of suitable lubrication. The 
best substances than were lard, beef tal- 
low, olive oil and vegetable oils, none 
of which could stand up under the heat 
of high speeds. 
The successful use of 


petroleum in 1860 supplied the need. The 
machine age'spurted again. Speedier and 
more powerful engines were produced. 
The automobile industry was bom and the 
whole industrial front was enlarged. 


The story of "Drake's folly" is another 


stirring account of the triumph of per- 
sistence ever skepticism and derisi 


DON'T BLAME BISMARCK 


The German leaders blandly declare 


their new treaty with Russia is a continu- 
ation of Bismarck's policy, for the mere 
mention of this super-German statesman 
is likely to win the stamp of approval 
from anyone of Teutonic blood. 


But to compare Bismarck arid Hitler is 


to compare Lincoln and Huey Long. 


Binnarck was no demagogue. He lived 


in a period, coming to manhood just about 
a 100 years ago, when demagogues and 
worse did not seemingly rule a great por- 
tion of the globe. Almost singlehanded he 
created the German Empire from a war- 
ring mass of petty and hostile states into 
a compact beehive tLat established a new 
record in Europe for accomplishment. 


But Bismarck was no soldier. He^could 


use the army to advantage upon occasion 
but he recognized the limits of force and 
sought, though not always 
successfully, 


to hold its arrogance in check. 


It was Bismarck in 1870 who fought 


long against the princes and the generals 
to prevent them from annexing Alsace 
and Lorraine from a prostrate France and 
it was his prophetic warning about the 
consequences of such conduct toward a 
great and proud people that bloomed in 
1914 so all the world could understand 
its truth. But there were no Bismarcks 
at the Allies peace 
table in 1919 and 


Germany's crime against France in 1870 
was repeated by the Allies against Ger- 
many to the further discomfort and dis- 
traction of the wcrld. 


From 1870 onward, Bismarck's entire 


policy was one of peace. For 44 years that 
policy endured and the German people 
never before nor since knew such comfort, 
happiness and prosperity. 


Sometimes one may think there are 


still some -Bismarcks in Germany and that 
they control the council that apparently 
directs Herr Hitler's actions. But so long 
as the impulsive, neurotic Hitler is the 
figurehead there'can not be 
confidence 


elsewheie in the world concerning Ger- 
many's actions.

BEVERAGES 


Coffee, tea, cocoa and chocolat 


are mildly stimulating beverages, 
here named in the order of thei 
strength. The stimulant in coffee 
is called caffeine, in tea theine, 
cocoa or chocolate theobromine: A 
cup of any of these beverages con 
tains a small medicinal dose of th 
respective alkaloid. The effects o 
caffeine, theine or theobromine are 
similar—increased 'cerebral activi 
ty, increased heart action, increas- 
ed kidney excretion. Of the three, 
coffee is the most stimulating to the 
brain, theobromine most stimulat- 
ing to the kidneys. Because of the 
diuretic acttion of cocoa or choco- 
late (tbeobromine), that 
is, 
in- 


creased kidney function, it is inad- 
visable to give cocoa or chocolate 
to young childrenvin the afternoon 
or evening. In fact milk is the bes 
beverage for children under sixteen 
years of age, %in my judgment On- 
ly when a child refuses to drink 
milk but drinks it when it is flavor- 
ed with cocoa or chocolate, should 
that be permitted. 


Adults who are subject to any 


nervous disturbance, such as hyper- 
thyroidism or exophthalmic goitre, 
insomnia, high blood pressure, in- 
creased basal metabolism, should 
take these beverages only under 
the approval of the physician. 


For ordinary well folk two or 


three cups of tea, coffee, cocoa or 
chocolate daily may be taken. 


Aside from 
personal 
taste 
it 


makes no difference whether the 
beverage is taken clear, with cream 
or milk or with sugar.

propagated by vendors of nostrums 
:n the effort to teach people that 
coffee is in some way harmful in 
tself. Ordinary well folk need not 
je concerned about that. The sane 
world'owes mvch to these benefi- 
cent beverages. It would be a fine 
Jiing for this country if there were 
more and better coffee shops, bars 
or stands, and not so damned many 
cocktail lounges.-When a person is 
ired, worn out, weary or exhausted 
le needs a cup to cheer but not 
nebriatc. 


The disturbance of digestion too 


often ascribed to the moderate use 
of coffee is in facrt due. in most 
nstance?, to the abuse of the bev- 
erage—washing down unmasticated 
bod with it. Any other beverages 
used in that way would be as harm- 
!uL 


The art of making good coffee is 


essentially culinary, perhaps, yet 
he health and

worse under the influence of good 
or bad coffee—for instance, a man 
who leaves home in the morning 
with the sense of well being one

Newly purchased stock 
should be isolated for two or three 
weeks before being placed -with 
the rest of the herd. 


"Contaminated houses need to be 


thoroughly cleaned by being scrap- 
ed, brushed, and then scrubbed with 
boiling hot lye water, one pound 
of lye to'SO gallons of water," ac- 
cording to Beach. He also warns 
that'the organisms causing the dis- 
ease can be carried . over in the 
ground on which the hogs range.

Indies gathering weather data for 
the United State* Weather Bureau. 


They are Herbert W. Rahmlow 


and Loren P. Leech. Rahmlow left 
Appleton in June and upon meeting 
Leech in Washington before his de- 
parture for the West Indies found 
that he also attended Lawrence col- 
lege. Leech is Rahmlow's assistant 
in the work.'. 


The men will be at Swan Island 


for three years and during that time 
they hope to discover facts about 
hurricanes which will aid forecast- 
ers. The island is in the hurricane 
path. 


Following is a letter received to- 


day from Rahmlow: 


Dally Observations 


"We arrived at Swan Island on a 


small tug July 18, after a rough ride 
during" which I experienced my 
first touch of seasickness. Here my 
assistant and I established a weath- 
er bureau hurricane station. Loren 
P. Leech, my assistant is also a 
Lawrence college alumnus, a grad- 
uate of the Institute of Paper Chem- 
istry. 


"The Caribbean sea is the birth- 


place of hurricanes, and the station 
there is maintained during the hur- 
ricane season to aid in detecting the 
development and progress oi any 
hurricanes. Thus protection is of- 
fered for shipping, 
aviation and 


United States citizens living fii the 
path of the storm, which 
often 


reaches the southern states. 


Each day we take three daily sur- 


face observations, two pilot balloon 
runs and one radiometeorograph 
sounding. 
All observations are 
broadcast from the island by Chief 
Radioman Sidney Moore and Ra- 
dioman G. E. Jakotnick of the Unit- 
ed States navy. 


"The radiometeorograph 
is 
a 
small radio transmitter which con- 
tains pressure, temperature and hu- 
midity elements, and is sent aloft 
by means of a balloon to locate any 
disturbances. Flights at the island 
have been successful to an eleva- 
tion of over 15 miles. 


"The natives of Swan Island are 


wonderful people and do every- 
thing in their power to make Me 
pleasant for us here. There are now 
19 people of negro descent from 
the island of Grand Cayman, who, 
tinder the direction of Donald Glid- 
den. harvest coconuts for the United 
Fruit company. This work goes on 
all the year around. The large co- 
conuts are sold for a penny apiece 
Some of the smaller ones 
are 


ground and pressed to obtain oil for 
cooking, while others are cat into 
pieces, dried, and later sold as cop- 
ra, which is used in making coco- 
nut oil soaps. We use the milk of 
coconuts in place of drinking wa- 
ter.

"There has been no real rain here 


since last December. The rainy sea- 
son starts in August As soon as it 
begins, mosquitoes and sand flies, 
which are scarce during the dry pe- 
riod, come to life. When it rains we 
all get out and collect water from 
roofs which we store in a number 
of 5-gallon glass bottles for drink- 
ing. 


Harmless Lixards 


"The most common native animal 


on Swan Island is the iguana, 
a 


large harmless lizard ranging in 
length from one inch to six feet No 
gardens are raised here because the 
iguanas are very numerous and 
subsist on vegetation. Wild pigeons 
are plentiful, and we shoot them 
for an occasional stew.

brown rats destroy about 50 per 
cent of the coconut crop on Great 
Swan Island. 


'•There are over 10.000 coconut 


trees. Mangos and limes are com- 
mon, and a few avocado, guava and 
papaya trees may be seen. 


"The land is composed of coral 


rock, and since 1885, various guano 
companies mined guano on the 
island, until larger and richer sour- 
ces of phosphate were discovered. 


"The temperature on Swan Island 


ranges from 71 to 95 degrees, being 
tempered by surrounding water. 
The humidity is so high that every- 
thing stays damp and iron tools are 
coated with rust in several days. 


"On August 3 the sun was direct- 


ly above at noon, leaving vertical 
objects without a shadow. The sun 
moves to 23 degrees north of the 
equator on June 21. and is 
now 


moving southward daily. The sun is 
extremely 
hot as the rays beat 


down on the island in a vertical 
path. 


"It is really quite an experience 


to be absolutely isolated from the 
outside world. Since arriving here 
we have had no news of any kind, 
and we often mention and wonder 
about what is taking place. I try to 
Imagine how Wisconsin looks now.

Sweden is a ^kingdom, and the 


present king is known as Qustav V. 
He was born 81 years ago, but his 
reign did not start until 1907, 


Kings in olden times often had 


great power, but this is not true of 
most monarch* of the present day. 
Certainly it is not true of Sweden, 
where the king is honored but 
leaves the work of law-making to 
the people. 


KING GUSTAV V. 


A great deal has been written of 


how Sweden is "following the mid- 
dle way." 
This means that the 


people do not follow either a pure- 
ly "socialist" or purely "capitalist" 
plan, but something in between. 


The wide use of water power has 


made electricity cheap in Sweden. 
It is employed not only for lighting 
the homes and running the factories, 
but also for cooking, and in some 
places for heating. Sweden is given 
credit for having built the first 
main-line electric railway. 


Sweden carries on a rather large 


foreign trade. Great Britain is the 
best customer, but the United States, 
Germany, Holland and other coun- 
tries buy a great deal of Swedish 
goods. 


Sweden is blessed with good for- 


ests, and they cover more than half 
the land. Lumbering is an impor- 
tant industry. Thanks to good laws, 
more trees are planted each year 
than are felled. Many of the trees 
which are cut go into match sticks. 


Safety matches have been, in use 


almost a century, and have cut 
down the danger of fires. Sweden 
produces them by the thousands of 
millions. 


As I have said before, Sweden's 


capital city—Stockholm—is known 
as the "Venice of the North." This 
is because it is made up largely of 
islands. 


The islands are in a bay of the 


Baltic sea. They are separated by 
salt water, and are 
joined by 
bridges. 


One of the islands, known as "the 


town," was settled long before the 
rest. On it now stands the king's 
palace. 


Stockholm has a population of 


more than half a million. It has a 
harbor which is free of ice almost 
all the time. It is one of Sweden's 
leading seaports, but does not rank 
so high as a seaport as Gothenburg, 
another Swedish city.

Menasha — Three little fishies 


swam over the dam and swam back 
again, according to the words of a 
popular song but about 12 mil- 
lion pounds of fish that swam into 
nets hauled by Walter Bisping, 101 
First street, Menasha, did not swim 
back over the dam. Twelve million 
pounds is a conservative estimate 
of the total catch, which Mr. Bis- 
ping, who is a commercial fisher 
of rough fish, has helped to land 
in the last 24 years. 


August Bisping started the busi- 


ness* and first fished the Lake Win- 
nebago waters in September of 1915. 
Before that he had done commer- 
cial fishing ^in western Iowa and 
Minnesota. Walter entered the part- 
nership in 1916 when he became 
21 years of age and remained with 
his father until 1930. Then he spent 
six years as head of a fishery in 
North Carolina. In 1936 his father 
Tjecame ill and Walter returned to 
carry on the business. August Bis- 
ping died in June of 1938. 


Commercial rough, fishing is car-, 


ried on by the contract system 
under the supervision of the state 
conservation commission. The state 
assigns a definite territory to each 
fisherman and receives a percent- 
age of all receipts. The Bisping 
territory includes Little Lake But- 
te des Morts and the north end of 
L*ake Winnebago as far south as a 
line drawn from High Cliff across 
the lake to Asylum point on the 
west sftore. 


Rough fish include carp, sheep- 


head, dogfish, eelpout or lawyers, 
and white carp or 
buffalo fish, 


which may be taken by the com- 
mercial fisherman. Other 
rough 


fish, such as mullet, bullhead, cat- 
fish, and all game fish must be re- 
turned to the water while garfish, 
bane of many fishermen, must be 
taken from- the water and destroy- 
ed. 


Most Be Supervised 


Commercial fishermen can run 


their seines out but before they can 
start to haul them in, a supervising 
warden must be there to supervise 
the landing of the fish. The com- 
mercial fisherman pays a fee for 
that service. After a haul has been 
made and the net pulled in to 
water about 3 feet in depth, the 
game fish are dipped out with land- 
ing nets and returned to the water. 
If their gills are caught, it often is 
necessary to cut the mesh in order 
to free them. The seines used by 
Mr. Bisping in the lower lake are 
about 3,000 feet long and the mesh 
varies from 1J to 2J inches. Six or 
eight men form the seining crew. 


Along about March 1 the crew 


mends nets, prepares boats and gets 
ready for the start of the season 
which opens when the ice goes out 
of the lower lake. After a month 
of seining' there, the crew moves 
to the big lake. Hauls of white 
carp and sheephead are made in the 
fcig lake. 


This year about 100,000 pounds of 


sheephead were taken from the lake 
and were disposed of immediately, 
mostly to mink farms. Another 100,- 
000 pounds of carp and other rough 
fish were caught and stored in a 
corral of boards on the west shore 
of the little lake. The fish must be 
stored -until there is a favorable 
price for the conservation commis- 
sion regulates the price for which 
fishermen may sell their catches. 


Mid-Summer Slump 


The season in the big lake usual- 


ly runs to about July 1 after which 
fishing operations are quiet for a 
month and a half and repairs are 
made in the equipment New stor- 
age pens are built and along about 
September 1 operations start in the 
lower lake. Average hauls total 
about 500,000 pounds of fish a year. 


The carp are shipped to the east 


where they are used for food, very 
lergely by Jewish families at their 
religious holidays. 
The first 
of 


these this year falls on Sept 14 and 
the fish which are caught now will 


100,000 pounds of fish in the cor- 
raL Waste peas from canning fac- 
tories also are fed to the fish but 
when the price of corn was high one 
year, the fish were fed with stale 
bread purchased in Milwaukee and 
trucked to Menasha. 


The bulk of the carp are shipped 


alive in tanks to the east, either Dy 
trucks or in baggage- cars which 
have been altered to preserve the 
fish. In one of the large Diesel- 
powered truck tanks 14,000 pounds 
of fish are placed into one foot of 
water. The water is iced and air is 
pumped in to keep the fish alive. 
The trucks run day and night and 
the run to Philadelphia takes 44 
hours and to New York four hours 
more. Some fish also are graded as 
to size, packed in ice, and shipped. 


The fishing operations end in fall 


except if hauls have been good and 
surplus fish are stored in the pens 
to be sold during the winter. Hauls 
range from "water hauls" in which 
the men get nothing more than the 
exercise to a maximum of 240,000 
pounds made by August Bisping on 
March 29, 1916, in Little Lake Butte 
des Morts. The market was good at

From the hauls made this spring 


about 100,000 pounds of caro were 
stored in the corral. The fish are 
corn-fed, just as a prize Yorkshire 
hog. but they don't grow fat. ac- 
cording to Mr. Bisping. The fish 
realize that they are penned and 
spend their time pressing against 
the outside of the corral, attempt- 
ing to get out When the corn is 
poured into the water though, the 
fish leave the walls and crowd to 
the feeding nlace until their backs 
stick out of the water. 


S'eadv Di»t 


The fish are fed 20 pounds of 


corn per ton of fish per day or about 
three tons of corn a week for the 


averaging 30,000 pounds each, was 
sold within 10 days. This year a 
haul of 35,000 pounds of sheephead 
was made. 


Most Know How 


The seining crews attempt to spot 


the fish about daybreak before they 
run the seine out Fish have definite 
habits and at certain times of the 
year inhabit certain parts of the 
lake. Knowing where to haul is a 
large part of the fishing game. The 
haul of 240,000 pounds by Mr. Bis- 
ping held the state record for two 
years. 


The amount of game fish in a 


haul varies on the place where it is 
made. Last year one haul in the 
lower lake caught 800 pike and 
pickerel as well as a muskie weigh- 
ing about 40 pounds. Many bull- 
heads and catfish also are brought 
up in the seine in the lower lake 
while perch have been increasing in 
numbers the last two years. 


A haul m Lake Winnebago by 


August Bisping caught 225 sturgeon 
at one time, Walter recalled. An- 
other haul caught as many catfish 
as carp. Years ago when they fished 
in Lake'Poygan one haul caught 
3,500 pounds of black bass and an- 
other brought 10,000 pounds of pike. 
A more recent haul in the lower 
lake showed 5,000 pounds of pike. 
The poundage of game fish is only 
estimated for they are not touched 
by hand. 


The carp, which is roundly cursed 
by game fishermen, is not a native 
of Wisconsin but was imported from 
Germany. In 1877 for propagation 
purposes. In 1881 the bureau of fish- 
eries distributed these'fish and ap- 
proximately 
136,409 
carp 
were 


planted in Wisconsin waters. The 
carp travel in schools and in their 
efforts to get at the roots of aquatic 
vegetation they roil the water, stir- 
ring up the bottom of the lakes and 
streams so that sediment is deposit- 
ed on the eggs of game fish. The 
carps destroy aquatic vegetation 
which causes waterfowl to suffer. 


Waters of Wisconsin apparently 


are ideal for the carp and the fish 
has become a problem. Opposition 
to planting was voiced as early as 
1895 and the state now is cooperat- 
ing in removal of the fish. One haul 
in the lakes at Madison caught 500- 
000 pounds of carp recently. 
Ac- 


cording to state conservation com- 
mission records, contract fishermen 
have removed over 56 million 
pounds of rough fish^from 1912 to 
1936 with a maximum of 6,787,770 
pounds in 1924.. 


Changed Locations 


In 1928 continuous fishing in the 


lower lake had so depleted the sup- 
ply of carp that it was no longer 
profitable to seine there and opera- 
tions were changed to another spot 
In the three years previous though 
1,257,000 pounds of carp had been 
taken from that lake. By 1932 the 
carp had come back although they 
were small and fishing operations 
have been carried on there again 
since that year. 


Two years ago 265,000 pounds of 
carp were taken out of the lower 
lake in one month. The fish range 
in size from a half-pound to 35 
pounds although they do grow larg- 
er, according to Mr. Bisping. The 
largest taken from Lake Winnebago 
weighed 56 pounds. 


When carp were first planted in 


Wisconsin, citizens could request 
fish for planting just as they do 
now for game fish. Records were 
kept of those requests and B. O. 
Webster, superintendent of fisheries, 
presented one of those early record 
books to August Bisping. 


Walter Bisping contrasted the 


commercial fishing in Wisconsin 
with that in North Carolina where 
he was located on "the grand-daddy 
of all fish runs." There the commer- 
cial fishermen are licensed and may 
take any fish except sturgeon tinder 
5 feet in length. The permit in- 
cludes shad, herring, black bass and 
other game fish, and ocean fish that 
come up the river to spawn. There 
they landed one million pounds of 
fish in 10 days and could have tak- 
en more except that the crew of 65 
could not handle them. 


"The herring runs to the sea were 


so heavy after spawning thai the 
ocean waves could make no head- 
way against the fish and were calm- 
ed," Mr. Bisping reminisced. "The 
bluefish were waiting at the inlet 
for the herring to return and snap- 
ped them up. The bluefish does not 
eat a whole fish but only gulps 
what part it seizes each time its 
jaws close. The destruction to the 
herring is great but the gulls eat up 
the refuse." 


Right now the crews are prepar- 


ing seines and corrals for the start 
of the fall season in the lower lake. 
They hope to start seining this week 
in order to reach their goal of 500,- 
000 pounds for the season.

Heil, speaking before the Neenah- 
Menasha day crowd of nearly 3,500 
at the Winnebago county fair here 
yesterday afternoon, blamed "pres* 
sure groups" for the state legisla- 
ture's failure to have an organized 
tax program. 


"If we could get rid of these pres* 


sure groups and let our representa- 
tives use their own discretion in 
deciding on what might be a good 
law, we could have a balanced tax 
program," Heil said. 


"It seems that everyone does not 


want the taxes, yet, they want the 
benefits from the state. Every law 
r at makes its appearance at Madi- 
son has its lobbyists or individuals 
who bring pressure about on our 
representatives and try to further 
their individual ends. 


"The Wisconsin legislature will 


come out with flying colors after 
this session. We are saving money 
at every step and turn in the road. 
A lot of good laws have been pass- 
ed and a lot more will be. Right 
now, we are in the midst of trying 
to raise revenue for the state. It 
has been said that I promised to 
shave expenses by fifteen million 
dollars under that of the 
prior 


regime. I have never said that, but, 
I did say that I would save all I 
could." the governor said. 


Stating that in one instance he 


could have saved the state nearly 
twelve million dollars; Gov. Heil 
blamed the legislature for obstruct- 
ing his views. 


Wants Sales Tax 


Returning in his address to the 


point of pressure groups, Heil said: 
"I have this to say, if you want to 
get pressure groups out, you must 
have a sales tax. Then, and only 
then, will you be rid of them. Not 
a tax on food, eatables and pro- 
duce, but, a tax on luxuries that 
only the wealthy can enjoy, such as, 
for example a racing horse. (Here 
Heil mentioned his own stand as 
owner of a racing horse and that he 
was •willing to pay a luxury tax on 
purchase of another horse ) These 
sales are the ones we want to tax. 
The man who affords these things 
can afford to pay the tax." 
In" concluding, the 
governor 


promised the autJence that 
the 


state of Wisconsin would be Ihe 
"cleanest" state in the nation when 
h~ leaves office, because, as he stat- 
ed, he has tried to clean out the 
spoils system which he verbally 
condemned.
